W. Kinney, who rode Proverb in the 
hurdle handicap, made use of language reflect- 
ing on the honesty of the officials of the club 
while he was weighing out and he was also 
ruled off. 

H. D. Brown, the starter and the Fosters met 
in the betting ring and the bad feeling existing 
between them over Brown’s connection with the 
Sportsman Park track as starter, brought the 
men to blows. The combatants were quickly 
separated and the stewards holding the Fosters 
to have been the aggressors, fined them.
